a warrant sworn out for Keath. 
charging assult and batti-ry. The 
warrant was given to Constable Fur- 
gerson, who snmmoned Tribla. Lo- 
gan and Rodgers to assist in making 
the arrest. Hndgers is alleged to 
have liiiil :;1 Keath While the war- 
rant was being read, and the ofl'icer 
drew his gun and killed Kodgera. Lo- 
gan was alleged to have flred the shot 
that killed Keath, while Trlbble and 
Furgerson had their arms around the 
officer, trying to take bis gun from 
him. He was shot la the back ot tha 
bead.
